Cash Needed for Cattle Test

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RUBBER PRICE CALLED

Assailed the House Floor by 


Representative Black, Democrat, of 


New York.

Washington.—The house committee 
investigating foreign monopolies in 
rubber and other raw materials in- 
terrupted its hearings recently to 
Straighten out a mixup over what 
happened at an executive session held 

| previous. : 

Aroused over publication of a story 
In a Washington newspaper which 
said Secretary Hoover had presented 
at the secret meeting a certain com- 
munication between the state depart- 
ment and foreign governments, the 
committee decided after some discus- 
sion to send a letter to Secretary Kel- 
logg denying that any such documents 
had been presented. 

The article got attention because of 
its assertion that the communications 
showed how foreign governments had 
“laughed at” the state department for 
trying to protect American consumers. 

While the committee hearing was in 
Progress Secretary Hoover’s activities 
were assailed on the house floor by 
Representative Black, Democrat, of 
New York, as “propaganda plus” for 
the rubber interests. 

“Here are the expanding tire com- 
panies,” Black said, ‘“sicking the fatth- 
ful Hoover on the British lion just 
when they are about to inflate prices. 

“They want an alibi to gouge the 
public, so they bark at the East In- 
dian rubber planter, whose empire 
protects him better than the Napo- 
leonic Sphinx of the White House, who 
campaigned on the back of a cow to 
protect our farmers.” 

Black asserted the price of crude 
rubber has little to do with the in- 
crease in fire prices, except to furnish 
“an excuse to our extortionists.” 

“A tire that cost $23 before restric- 
tion,” he said, “and that had $2 worth 
of rubber in it, costs now $40, with $5 
worth of rubber in it. Our commit- 
tee will cry “Stop thief at the Brit- 
ish while our own business leaders do 
their pflfering undisturbed.” 

He declared that the rubber inquiry 
was aimed at having Secretary Kel- 
logg draw a bill of complaint tn the 
world court against the British, add- 
ing: 

“Then Great Britain will come into 
the world court with Sir Robert 
Horne with a complaint against the 
tariff. Then you can imagine who will 
get the judgment and how much it 
will be.” 

The first witness, A. L. Viles, gen- 
eral manager of the Rubber Associa- 
tion of America, said “the Stevenson 
plan” for control of production in 
the British colonial possessions was 
fundamentally unsound. 

“This control is largely responsible 
for the advance in price,” he said. 
“Restriction which nullifies operation 
of‘ the law of supply and demand also 
renders ineffective any attempt to fix 
a fair price.” 


PLANS FOR BIGGEST 
AIRSHIP ARE COMPLETE 


New York—Completion of the de- 
signs for the largest metal-clad air- 
ship in the world, two and one-half 
times the size of the Shenandoah, to 
be built by the Aircraft Development 
corporation at the Ford airport, Dear- 
born, Mich, was announced by Carl F. 
Fritsche, general manager of the 
corporation. 

Another smaller ship, one-tenth the 
size of the Shenandoah, also will be 
built. he said. 

The larger airship will have a gas 
capacity of 6,000,000 cubic feet, and 
the smaller a capacity of 200,000 cubic 
feet. Both ships will be fireproof, 
lightning proof and weather proof, 
Fritsche said, none of which require- 
ments are fulfilled by fabric lighter- 
than-air craft. The smaller will be 
used for demonstrations and experi- 
mental purposes. 


Flyer Asks Damages for Fall 
San Francisco.—Auggy Pedlar, pro- 
fessional aviator, who was injured in 
an airplane accident at Redwood City 
, November 22, filed suit in the superior 
court for $26,441 damages from R. M. 
Sullivan, owner of the airplane in 
which Pedlar fell. Archie A. Young, 
Jr., member of one of the wealthiest 
families of Honolulu, was killed in the 
same accident. The suit is said to be 
the first ever filed in the local courts 
for damages arising from an airplane 
accident. Young was considering thw 
purchase of the machine. Pedlar, ac- 
cording to the complaint, was hired 
by Sullivan to make a demonstration.

Charging that Willard D. Ellis, 
president of the Federal Farm Loan 
bank at Berkeley, is cloaking certain 
affairs of the bank with secrecy. that 
the federal farm loan system is fast 
assuming all the characteristics of a 
particularly autocratic bureaucracy 
and declaring that access to records 
has been denied, George H. Sawyer, 
recently ré-eleeted a director of the 
bank, a short time ago issued a public 
statement exposing the alleged condi- 
tions. Sawyer, a farmer of Waterford, 
Stanislaus county, and former presi- 
dent of a bank, hints in his statement 
at a plot to wrest further control away 
from the farmers. Sawyer declared 
that although farmers own 84 per cent 
of the stock, they have little or no 
voice in the affairs of the bank at 
Berkeley. 

Nicholas: Quirola, whose romantic 
efforts to reach California in the days 
of the gold rush read like a piece of 
melodramatic fiction, is dead in Au- 
burn, Placer county, at the age of 91 
years. He left no known relatives, so 
it is a puzzle as tu who will get his 
estate amounting possibly to $25,000. 
Quirola was a native of Italy and was 
living in that county when the news 
came that gold had been discovered 
in California. He made his way to 
Naples, where he succeeded in stow- 
ing himself away on an outbound 
steamer. Arriving in New York, he 
succeeded in getting a job before the 
mast on a sailing ship bound for Cali- 
fornia around the Horn, reaching San 
Francisco in the fal) of 1850. 


Plans for the expansion of: the 
Stockton Graham Brothers assembling 
plant was discussed in Detroit on 
January 6 between officials of the 
company and Robert A. Houston, plant 
superintendent, who is now in that 
city. Tentative plans for four new 
units, each costing approximately $50,- 
000, have been prepared. It was 
planned to proceed with two of these 
units prior to the recent merger of 
the Dodge and Graham Brothers in- 
terests, but Houston now believes that 
authorization may be given for the 
construction of all four units. The 
addition of these units would add 
about 250 employees to the payroll 
of the company in Stockton. 


A building revival in Visilia, Tulare 
county, has been noted for the paat 
three months of 1925, as compared 
with the other nine months of the year, 
and would angpear to indicate the ap- 
proach of conditions much nearer 
normal than for some time.

Red Beard, First Great Pirate 


pmacy is as old as history. The first 

Savage man who hollowed out a log 
with fire and paddled around in this 
precarious craft probably fell a victim 
to the first act of piracy when he met 
another savage traveling on a log on 
which he had spent no labor. 

From time immemorial the Med- 
iterranean sea was ravaged by pirate 
fleets which made Asia Minor and the 
islands near it their headquarters, from 
which they dashed out for raids on 
the ships of Rome. There is the story 
of the pirates who captured the young 
Julius Caesar and held him for ransom 
for six weeks, during which time the 
future consul lived on excellent terms 
with his captors. He told them that 
he would one day crucify them all, 
whereat they roared with laughter at 
this pleasantry. But it was also a 
matter of record that he kept his word 

Piracy in the Mediterranean contin- 
ued long after Rome had fallen, and 
early in the Sixteenth century it gave 
to history the first outstanding pirate 
leader, the famous Barbarossa or “Red 
Beard.” Red Beard’s real name was 
Uruj, and he was the son of a Turk- 
ish renegade and a Christian mother. 
He was born on the island of Lesbos 
in the Aegean sea, a stronghold of the 
Mediterranean pirates, among whom 
he rapidly rose to a place of accepted 
leadership. 

But feeling the need for a more con: 
venient base from which to conduct 
his operations, in 1504 Red Beard es- 
tablished his headquarters at Tunis 
and became the first of the Barbary 
corsairs whose ralds went unchecked 
until some youthful commanders of the 
United States navy taught them proper 
respect for the freedom of the seas. 

Red Beard had a convenient arrange 
ment with the sultan of Tunis whereby 
that eminent ruler was to be given one- 
fifth of all the booty he took in returo 
for royal approval and _ protection 
when it was needed. One of his first 
exploits was the capture of two galleys 
belonging to Pope Julius II, which had 
sailed from Genoa, and the richness of 
the loot from this expedition showed 
the sultan that he had made no mis- 
take In agreeing to a partnership with 
Barbarossa. 

The next year the pirate chieftain 
showed his daring by capturing a 
Spanish ship with 500 soldiers on 
board, and in 1512 the Moors invited 
him to join them in their never-ending 
war on Spain. They attempted to take 
the town und port of Bujeya, but after 
eight days’ fighting, during which Red 
lost an arm, the attack failed. 

Although Barbarossa became rich 
and powerful after he had captured 
the town of Algiers, where he set him 
self up as sultan, his embroilment with 
Spain proved his undoing. Charles V. 
sent an army of 10,000 men to Algiers. 
defeated the corsair and Red Beard 
was killed in battle. 


A Royal Practitioner of Piracy 


OYALTY in the role of a patron 

of piracy has never been so un 
usual, but few monarchs have en- 
gaged in the practice themselves. An 
exception to this is the case of An- 
gora, sultan of Timor, East Indies. 

Angora flourished in the days when 
the East India company was a power 
in international affairs. But Angora, 
unimpressed by its importance, refused 
to allow the company to station gur- 
risons on Timor, and the mighty tom- 
pany marshaled its forces, overran his 
island, and drove him into his chief 
town, also named Angora. 

Burning for revenge, the sultan 
turned pirate and set out to sea in a 
fleet of five prows and several galleys. 
His first capture was a brig, coimmuand- 
ed by Captain ‘Hastings, a relative of 
the famous Warren Hastings. Hastings 
was carrying dispatches from Calcutta 
to the British general besieging An 
gora. When the pirates swarmed 
aboard his ship he threw the dis- 
patches overboard to prevent their 
seizure. For this he was promptly 
hanged and his crew sent as prisoners 
to Angora, where they were poisoned 

The sultan’s next capture was the 
Edward, a ship of the East India com- 
pany, whose crew was also poisoned. 
Next he defeated a vessel sent out by 
the government to capture him and 
followed this by attacking a ship from 
Burma, with whose ruler he ‘had al 
ways been upon friendly terms. The 
sultan drowned every person on this 
ship, except one woman. 

His next victim was a Malay praam, 
the crew of which he shackied and 
threw overboard by way of variety in 
murder. Then he sailed into Bombay 
harbor, and finding the garrison unp:e- 
pared, easily captured the fort, blew it 
up and sailed away with a load of rich 
booty. Shortly afterward he seized 
an English packet, the St. George, tor- 
tured the captain to death, and farced 
the crew to join his service. - 

By this time the wails of: the East 
India compiify had forced the British 
government to action. One of its great 
est ships, the Victorious; was -sent 
against the sultan-pirate,-- but he 
slipped past the man-of-war out of the 
harbor of Angora at night and.success 
fully made his way to Trincomalee ip 


Ceylon. There he retired from fur | 


ther piratical practice and the East in. 
dia. company’ decided that It wonld ‘be 
well to let well enough alone. “So the 
sultan-pirate, rounded. out his days in 
peace, aid his career is an interesting 
one in that it proves that not all pi. 
rates finished up at theend of a rope. 
However the fact that he was a reyai 
pirate may have had something to dr 
with ‘that.

Fight on Waste 


Saves Millions 


Simplification and Stand- 
ardization Accomplishes 


Much. 


Washington.—Hundreds of millions 
of dollars have been saved for Amert- 
can manufacturers, distributors and 
consumers as a result of the campaign 
for waste elimination, simplification 
and standardization inaugurated five 
years ago by the Department of Com- 
merce. The actual saving cannot even 
be approximated and Secretary Hoover, 
fn his annual report, says that what 
the country as a whole has accom- 
plished In increased national efficiency 
in these directions ig impossible of 
measurement, although it represents 
one of the most astonishing trans- 
formations tn economic history.” 

While the government has been aid- 
ing actively in the campaign in many 
specific directions the whole program 
has been one fundmentally to stimu- 
late action among industries, trades 
and consumers themselves. 

“It is obviously not the function of 
government to manage business,” 
says Mr. Hoover, “but to investigate 
economie questions, to survey eco- 
nomic phenomena and point out the 
remedy for economic failure or the 
road to progress, to inspire and as- 
sist co-operative action and to stimu- 
late forces to these ends—surely all 
these are well within the proper field 
of public service.” 

229 Committees at Work. 

Since this work was undertaken 
some 900 group conferences have been 
held under government auspices, prac- 
tically all at the request of the indus- 
tries themselves, and 229 committees 
are now at work on various phases of 
the program. 

Discussing the fundamental purposes 
of the campaign for waste elimina- 
tion Secretary Hoover says the phil- 
osophy underlying it has but one pur- 
pose—that is, to maintain American 
standards of living for both workers 
and farmers and to place production 
on a more stable footing. The high 
standards of living enjoyed by the 
American people are the result of 


steadily mounting per capita productiv- 


ity, he says. There is only one way fur- 
ther to advance these standards, and 


that Is by improved methods and proc- , 


esses, by the elimination of waste in 
materials and motions in our produc- 
tion and distribution system. 

“Just as 20 years ago we undertook 
nation-wide conservation of our nat- 
ural resources,” continues Secretary 
Hoover, “so we must today even more 
vigorously sustain this campaign of 
better nation-wide utilization of our 
industrial resources~and effort. More 
especially is this the case in view of 
the many complex forces which have 
arisen from the war, and particularly 
the difficulty of maintaining our situ- 
ation as against the competition of a 
world of lower standards overseas.” 

What Has Been Attempted. 

The major directions of this- effort 

which the commerce secretary has 


been leading for half a decade in- 


clude: 
The elimination of waste in railway 
transportation by the provision of 


adequate facilities and better meth- 
ods; the vigorous improvement of our 
inland waterways; the enlarged elec- 
trification of the country for the sav- 
ing in fel and labor; the reduction 
of the periodic waves of unemploy- 
ment; an improved statistical service 
for industry; the reduction of season- 
al employment in construction and 
other industries and of intermittent 
employment in such industries as 
bituminous coal mining; the develop- 
ment of co-operative marketing and 
better termiral facilities in agricul- 
tural products in order to reduce the 
waste in agriculture distribution; the 
stimulation of commercial arbitration 
in order to eliminate the wastes of 
litigation and the reduction of the 
waste arising from industrial strife 
between employers and employees. 

The reduction of waste in manufac- 
ture and distribution is ta be brought 
about through the establishment of 
grades, standards of quality, .dimen- 
sions and performance in nonstyle ar- 
ticles of commerce, through the sim- 
plification in dimensions of many ar- 
ticles of manufacture and the reduc- 
tion of unnecessary varieties, and 
through more uniform business docu- 
ments such as specifications, bills of 
lading and warehouse receipts. 

Since the co-operative service was 
inaugurated, more than fifty simplifi- 
cations have been achieved by the in- 
dustries and trades concerned, result- 
ing In an average reduction in varie- 
ties ef 73 per cent. Among these 
elimimations of varieties, thirty-one 
apply to products of fron, steel and 
other metals; eight to lumber, paper 
and other products derived - from 
wood; seventeen to “lay, cement, 
glass and other products of a min- 
eral nature, and four to textiles. 

The annual value of manufactured 
goods affected by these simplifications 
runs well over $2,000,000,000, it is de- 
clared. 

A striking illustration of the need 
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of this work is found in the case of 
one product, single bit axes. Former- 
ly these axes were produced and mar | 
keted in thirty-four models, four . 
grades, thirty-five brands, eleven 
finishes and nineteen sizes, and the 
total varieties of the thirty-four types 
actually purchasable were 6,118. Sim- 
plification and standardization have 
not been completed, but the resulta 
will be comparable to those in other 
lines, 

For instance, where there were 
4,460 sizes or varieties of shovels, 
spades and scoops in use, only 884 are 
now reteined, a reduction of 92 per 
cent. Wovenwire fence - packages 
have been reduced from 2,072 to 138, 
or 94 per cent; metal lath from .125 to 
24, or 81 per cent; files and rasps 
from 1,851 to 496, or 62 per cent; 
forged tools from 665 to 351, or 47 
per cent; range boilers from 130 to 
13, or 90 per cent; tacks and nails 
from 428 to 181,-or 58 per cent, and 
packing weights of tacks and nails 
from 423 to 121, or 71 per cent. 

On the whole, builders’ hardware 
has been reduced from 34,806 varie 
ties and sizes to 16,648. 

Car Shortages Disappear. 

For the transportation industry it 
is reported that the elimination of 
wuste hag done much toward the pro- 
vision of adequate transportation. 
The periodic car shortages of many 
years past have practically disap- 
peared, although the tonnage load 
has increased more than 25 per cent 
since 1921. Average weekly car load- 
ings In that period have - increased 
from 693,538 to 986,475; the number 
of miles per day from 22.4 to 26.9, 
and the average trainload from 656 to 
731 tons. 

For the building, 87 varieties of 
smooth-face brick, 88 of rough-face 
brick and 44 of common. brick have 
been reduced to one variety of each; 
hollow building tile have been re- 
duced from 386 to 19, roofing slate 
from 98 to 48, concrete building units 
from 115 to 34, and so on. 

Secretary Hoover also calls atten- 
tion to figures from the Department 
of Labor showing that whereas in 
1920 the wage rate was 99 per cent 
above the prewar level and the whole 
sale price level, 126 per cent above 
prewar, in 1924, the wage rate had 
risen to 218 above prewar, while the 
wholesale price fevel had dropped to 
30 per cent above prewar. 

Comparable figures show that the 
British wage rate in 1920 was 180 per 
cent above prewar, and the wholesale 
price level 183 per cent above pre- 
war. while in 1924 wage rates and 
wholesale prices had dropped to 70 
and 74 per cent, respectively, above 
prewar. 

“While wages are higher in the 
United States than in 1920, wholesale 
prices are lower,” says the secretary. 
“We thus have the highest real wage 
in our history and we have had three 
years of remarkable price stability.”

SEASONABLE DISHES 


Fortunately for. the good of our 
health, 


lettuce may be found in the 
, market, even in zero 
weather, and not then at 
all expensive, Doctor 
McCollum says no fam- 
ily sbould forget to serve 
a green vegetable at 
least once a day. Sal- 
ads using lettuce for the 
main portion of the dish 
should not be mixed un- 
til just before serving, as the dress- 
ing wilts and ruins the crispness of 
the green vegetable. Lettuce should 
be washed and hung to drain In a 
cheesecloth bag for that purpose. Old 
curtains make fine bags or salad 
cloth and usually these are plentiful 
in any household. Wrap the lettuce 
{n the cloth and lay in the tce chest, 
then it will be ready to use at any 
time. 

Cottage Chicken.—To two cupfuls 
of cooked chicken, cut into pieces, add 
one cupful of macaroni, one-half of a 
canned pimento and one-half of a 
grated onion. Prepare a white sauce, 
using one cupful each of milk and 
chicken broth, three tablespoonfuls 
each of butter and flour und one tea- 
spoonful of salt; mix with the first 
combination and cover with a rich 
biscuit dough. To keep the gravy from 
going into the crust, place an invert- 
ed bow! or cup in the center. The 
gravy will boil up under the cup. 
Loosen the crust and remove the bowl 
before serving. 

Pineapple Salad.—Place a ring of 
eanned pineapple on a leaf of tender 
lettuce. In the center place a ball of 
cream cheese which has been well sea- 
soned ‘and sprinkle with paprika. 
Serve with French dressing, using the 
canned pineapple juice and oil with a 
dash of lemon juice, salt and eayenne 
pepper to season. 

Appeal to the taste in the child

Bake one hour. Serve with: 

Hard Sauce.—Cream one-third of a 
cupful of butter, udd one cupful ‘of 
powdered sugar, a little at a time; 
when well blended add one-third: of q 
teaspoonful of lemon and two-thirds 
of a teaspoonful of vanilla; add the 
white of an egg well beaten. 

Foamy Sauce.—Cream two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, add one eupful of 
powdered sugar, one egg. salt. and 
flavoring. Stir in one cupful of 
whipped cream.
